Mr. Butler tells 
me that you are in error in supposing that any change was made under 
your administration, All of the offices are classifying silver bul- 
lion deposits upon separate abstract sheetse I do not Imow that 
there is any serious objection to the adoption of the plan you sug 
gest of entering all silver deposits upon which refining charges are 
collected upon the sane sheets with the gold deposits. It is, how. 
ever, sometimes desirable to have the total of silver parted ‘from 
gold and also to Jmow how mach silver bullion is purchased under the 
authority to buy silver in lots of 10,000 ozs. and less. I¢ is, I 


_ think, necessary to keep track of the amount of silver deposited for 


return in fine bars. You will recall that the York office re- 
ceives large anounts of silver bullion for return in fine bars. IF

The Supervising Architect has récoived from his representative in 
Sag Francisco a report upon your recommendation for the enlargement of 
the coining room. He recommends simply that the entrance to the coining 
room be enlarged by removing all of the partition between the coining 
room and the corridor, supporting the floor above by means of a girder. 
Ne indicates it as his opinion that this will relieve the congestion of 
visitors sufficiently, and by keeping the latter in the corridor allow 
you sufficient space in the coining room to install the two additional 
presses. The Supervising architect would moh prefer not to tear out 
the toilet room if it can be avoided, and at his suggestion I am sub- 
mitting the matter for your further consideration, It has occurred to 


_me that in view of the reduced amomnt of coinage in prospect you might 


make room for the minor coinage presses by removing two of the large 
presses which are not likely to be used. 

The Supervising Architect estimates the cost of the entire change 
aa proposed by you at $3,500. His representative, lr. Roberts, sdvises 
him that it would not do to have the mint forca perform any of the work, 
but that the entire job should be let to a responsible contractor, This 
is due t6 the importance, as he regards it, of having it done without 
injury to the building, Neither the supervising architect nor myself are 
sufficiently woll informed about the building to be Clear as to just what 
theso changes involve. According to the plans wo have there soone to be 
a fireplace in this partition between the coining room ani the wash room, 
whitch indicates that there is a chimey from the basement to the roof.
